Currently resides Munich 27, Friedrich Hershalstrasse 3* Subject, (alias 
FZLKS, alias FREIBURG), served as Criminal Commissioner in Dresden until 
his transfer to Amt VI (Amt Aueland) of the RHiA in 1?37 ct 'S t ?c . Subjsct 
worked in Department "Switzerland" of Amt 71 „ Subject’s Nazi Party 
number 'was 3 710 34S. Prior to the end of V/orld War II, Subject served 
in the Sicherheitc Police! (Sipo) with the rank of SS Obersturiufuehrer 
(1st Lt). I formation dated 2 April 1943 indicates that Subject was 
employed at that time by Messrs . and/or r"~ , d V. 1 klsh Trr : w --r 

Officers, oth iu'e a--ir.tedli^'?nhtV- Gfif c-r, Cologne, where he reportedly 
worked on KoinmvuV'istische ''Parted Deutsch lands (KPD) matters. (DEVALUATED) 

In late 1949 or early 1950, Subject was active in the Kauheimer Kreis, which is 
headed by Professor Doctor Ulrich NOACK . In the course of his activity with 
this organization, Subject took part in a conference at Weimar and on sev- 
eral occasions traveled into the Soviet Zone of Germany. Subject worked 
for the Kaiser Ministry (Ministry for All-German Affaire) in 1950, and 
dealt essentially with natters concerning the Volkspolizei (Vopo). At 
this tine Subject ran afoul of the I terior and/or the SfV because he 
falsified information in regard to himself. Subject entered the Gehlen 
Or garisation in 1951, #nd came to be the main organiser and central figure 
cf the "SD" clique. I formation dated 28 October 1954 indicates that Subject 
interceded with General Re in bard Gehlen in behalf of one Karl SCHUETZ to 
enable SCHUETZ to retain his position with the Gehlen Organization. SCHUETZ 
and Subject were two major suspects in a Gehlen Organization security leak.
